Unemployment creeps to 5.2 per cent

unemployment 
rate 
among 
Americans edged upward to 5.2 per 
cent in May, the Labor Department 
said today This was a rise of 0.2 per 
cent from April. 
More people held jobs— 86 million 
last month compared to 85 8 million 
in April—but this rise was more 
than offset by an increase of 370,000 
in the total labor force which 
reached 90.7 million. 
Many of the new workers seeking 
jobs 
were 
teen-agers 
and 
unemployment in this category rose 
from 13 8 per cent in April to 15.8

per cent in May. Black teen-agers 
were particularly hard hit, with 33.5 
percent unemployed.

cable 
television is changing. 
Financially, 
Lompoc’s 
cable 
operation has recently gone color— 
into the red. Teleprompter Corp., 
system operator since 1970, claims 
a 
$82,000 loss last year and has 
requested 
a 
boost 
in 
monthly 
subscriber rates from $4 50 to $6 95 
It would be the first rate hike in the 
system’s 11 years. 
But the city, which grants the 
franchise, seems sure to require 
other alterations as a condition of 
the 
higher 
rates. 
These 
could 
include 
improvements 
in 
the 
amount 
and 
quality 
of 
locally 
originated 
programming 
and 
sharper reception of network and 
other stations. 
And there are other possibilities. 


including public access channels 
offering free or cheap air time to 
city spokesmen or citizens with a 
cause, local video advertising, pay 
TV and even city owned cable TV. 


The changes could be dramatic. 


The 
franchise 
renegotiation 
comes at a precarious time for 
Teleprompter. Bailing itself out of a 
management snafu that sent the 
price of its stock plummeting last 
September, the New York based 
firm is 
also faced with pending 
federal legislation that could black 
out most professional sportscasts 
relayed over rural cable systems, 
including 
Lompoc’s. 
Industry 
captains say the financial impact of 
this would be devastating. 
But 
the 
city’s 
Community 
Antenna 
Television 
(CATV) 
Committee is only tuned in to the 
local picture. On May 21, the panel 
handed Teleprompter a 
15-page 
volume of money questions relating 
to 
the 
rate 
request, 
questions 


probing payrolls, profits, overhead 
and the amount of local revenue that 
finds its way back east to the head 
office. 
Talks on the local system will 
resume in earnest now that a 
response from New York has been 
delivered (yesterday) to City Hall. 
And in them, the amount and quality 
of local community cablecasting 
may 
be 
an 
issue 
bound 
for 
bargaining. 
Regulations 
of 
the 
Federal 
Communications 
Commission 
(FCC) require all cable systems 
with more than 3,500 subscribers 
and carrying broadcast signals to 
operate to a “ significant” extent as 
a 
local 
media 
by 
original 
cablecasting 
With 5,200 subscribers receiving 
cabled 
broadcast 
signals, 
Teleprompter of Lompoc is subject 
to this requirement and has aired 
locally produced programs since 
acquiring 
the 
system 
Local 
cablecasting is operating in about 20 


per cent of U .S. cable systems. 
Having apparently satisfied the 
FCC, Teleprompter, to achieve the 
rate increase, will now have to 
reach an accord with the city of 
Lompoc as to how much of this local 
origination (LO) is enough. 
In Lompoc, the company airs its 
local programs over channel 7 when 
it and another broadcast channel 
carry duplicate programming. This 
duplication occurs an average of 20 
evening hours per week, from 8 until 
10 p.m. weekdays and Sunday and 
less on Saturday night. About 33 
weekly daytime hours are also 
available. 
The local franchise has stressed 
the prime evening hours for its LO 
and, over the last two years, has 
filled a rough average of from just 
under half to three quarters of the 20 
available per week with local shows. 
Far fewer of the available low 
viewer daytime hours are used for 
local programs.

Kleindienst fined $100 for Watergate role 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - Former 
Attorney 
General 
Richard 
G. 
Kleindienst was spared going to jail 
and was fined $100 today for a guilty 
plea to a misdemeanor count in 
connection 
with 
Watergate. 
He 
rushed sobbing from the courtroom. 
Federal Judge George L. Hart 
showed 
a 
sympathetic 
attitude 
toward Kleindienst for failing to 
give 
full 
answers 
to 
certain 
questions 
at 
his 
1972 
Senate 
confirmation hearing for attorney 
general, 
saying 
the 
50-year-old 
lawyer’s action showed “ a heart too 
loyal and considerate of others. ” 
Kleindienst’s 
testimony 
con­ 
cerned handling of a government 


antitrust suit against International 
Telephone and Telegraph Co. 
The judge gave Kleindienst a one- 
month jail sentence, then suspended 
it, and the lone penalty he was given 
for his guilty plea to the single count 
“ information“ 
against 
him 
by 
Watergate prosecutors was a $100 
fine. 
He could have received as much 
as a year in jail and a fine of $1,800. 
Since 
the 
offense 
was 
a 
misdemeanor rather than a felony, 
Kleindienst probably will escape 
disbarment. 
Some 
lawyers who 
were 
connected 
with 
the 
administration 
and 
Nixon 
re- 
election 
campaign 
became 


automatically 
vulnerable 
to 
disbarment 
because 
of 
felony 
conviction in the case. 
Kleindienst met with reporters 
outside after his emotional rush 
from the courtroom after hearing 
the sentence and said: 
“ The tragedy of the last two years 
amply demonstrates that all of our 
institutions of freedom have worked 
and have worked successfully and 
admirably. 
There 
isn't 
another 
country in the world where persons 
situated in the highest seats of 
power 
would 
have 
had 
the 
application of justice as occurred 
here.” 
Kleindienst had testified at his 


Senate 
Judiciary 
Committee 
confirmation 
hearings 
that 
no 
administration leaders had put any 
pressure on him in 1971, when he 
was deputy attorney general, to halt 
government antitrust action against 
ITT. 
President Nixon and Kleindienst 
subsequently 
disclosed 
they 
discussed the matter by telephone 
and that Nixon demanded that a 
court ruling in the case, adverse to 
the government’s efforts to force 
ITT to divest some of its holdings, 
not be appealed. 
ITT eventually got a favorable 
1971 antitrust settlement out of

Presently, an average weekly program schedule calls for 
six hours of local interview programming, three hours of 
live City Council coverage, two hours of taped local sports 
and perhaps three hours of reruns. 
According to Program Manager Pete Cox, who is also a 
student at UCSB. this is the maximum weekly LO he and 
his one-man full time production crew can turn out. Aside 
from Tom Murphy, assistant program director, the local 
channel uses volunteer high school workers as cameramen. 
Cox has periodically spiced the program fare with 
“ specials” such as a recent half hour report on a city 
narcotic raid, live and taped candidates forums before City 
Council and school board elections, video profiles of local 
sports standouts and this week’s taped coverage of CIF 
baseball from Anaheim. 
Also counted in the LO total, though not produced here, 
are a Spanish language health series produced in Santa 
Barbara as well, at times, as pre taped public interest 
programs produced elsewhere, such as “ Governor s Press 
Conference” and the “ Washington Debates for the 70s,” a 
forum series produced by a non-profit organization in 
Washington. Other programs grouped as LO include pre­ 
taped reports from Washington from Rep. Robert 
Lagomarsino. 
Local critics contend that Teleprompter regards local 
programming as nothing more than an overhead expense to 
be trimmed wherever possible. Cox responds that, while 
faced with the high expense of all television and matched 
up against slick network competition, his cable operation 
must work with a comparatively tiny budget provided 
entirely by subscribers’ monthly rates. The local franchise 
does not allow advertising. 
Cable 7 has made occasional attempts at a local news 
show but found its staffing too skimpy to tape news events, 
produce needed visuals or avoid relying largely on other 
local news sources. 
So. the news coverage angle has been dropped in favor of 
an unedited coverage direction stressing bi-weekly city 
council meetings and a new twice-a-week interview show 
called “ The City.” 
Rather than program editing and news analysis, Cox now 
feels “ the best thing to do is to tape (or show live) the 
entire event and put it on It’s the easiest way to do it. It 
takes the least man hours, so we can do more events by 
approaching it that way.'' 
Cox calls “ The City,” which airs at 8 p.m Mondays and 
Wednesdays, potentially “ one of the most meaningful 
things we’ve done.” With a conference phone over which 
viewers have been talking with councilmen, candidates 
and other guests on the live program, it seems to have 
made a strong start. 
“ In the concept of local programming from its initiation 
a number of years ago,” Cox frames, “ it was just conceded 
that in local origination...you'd never be able to achieve in 
staffing what a broadcast station could do.” To approach 
news coverage or to provide the additional local programs 
the city may require, he says, would require more 
personnel, more high cost equipment — in short, more 
money.

The same, he said, is true for expanding local live 
coverage 
to

According to local 
Manager Bill Grinstead, the only way to do it would be to 
lay more cable. 
“ Of course,” Grinstead said,, “ overhead is an expense 
and expenses end up costing the subscriber. Actually, that's 
the way we re handling it (LO) now. We don’t call it an 
overhead; it’s a direct expense. But it all amounts to the 
same thing.” Teleprompter would be willing to add 
whatever new services local subscribers would be willing 
to pay for, he added. 
Whether or not local subscribers are already paying for 
better LO, or would be with the higher rates, looms as a 
large unanswered question on the agenda of the city’s 
CATV Committee. 
If the city panel does ask for more LO to soften the rate 
hike, it will come at a time when Teleprompter’s corporate 
board rooms in New York are echoing with directives to 
trim expenses. After an early hey day, the whole Cable TV 
industry is in a slump; once touted local origination, a cable 
expert confides, has gone sluggish across the country. 
Due to a management dilemma that spurred the 
Securities and Exchange Commission to temporarily 
suspend Teleprompter stock trading, the local system’s 
parent firm may have been the hardest hit. 
The crisis came in September, 1973, just after deliveries 
here of shiny, costly new LO equipment. It was followed by 
a cut in local programming personnel. Three part time 
programming employes were dropped from the local 
payroll and a video technician who had resigned was not 
replaced. 
Also, three programs produced by Teleprompter for its 
nation wide cable family were discontinued. 
The coming bargaining for more and better programs 
about things that happen in Lompoc will be set against the 
grey financial backdrop of things that have happened in 
New York.

Social Security guidelines 
remodeled for internees 


WASHINGTON (UPI) — New government regulations 
give Japanese-A m ericans 
interned during World War II 
credit for time spent behind barbed wire fences in the 
determ ination of Social Security benefits. 
But a spokesman for the Social Security Adm inistration 
conceded Thursday that few of the form er internees will 
actually benefit. 
The new regulations were issued early this week after 
approval by HEW Secretary Caspar W einberger under 
provisions of a 1972 am endm ent to the Social Security Act. 
About 112,000 persons of Japanese extraction —of whom 
some 65 per cent were American citizens — were rounded 
up and placed into internm ent cam ps after Jap an ’s attack 
on P earl Harbor on Dec. 7,1941. 
The new regulations, intended to help com pensate the 
Japanese-A mericans for wages lost while in the cam ps, 
credit them with the m inim um wage in effect at the tim e or 
with what they were earning prior to internm ent if the 
amount were higher. 
A spokesman for the Social Security Administration said 
only an estim ated 10 per cent of the form er internees are 
likely to be helped by the new rules. He said it might result 
in some increases in monthly benefits for those already 
receiving them but was not likely to help persons retiring in 
the future. 
Any increases resulting from the regulations will apply to 
benefits due after D ecem ber 1972. 
The Social Security Administration official said persons 
who believe they m ight benefit from the new regulations 
should contact their local social security offices.

private business also has a 
“ seamy side that could lead 
to a devastating loss of 
public confidence.”

but in the getting caught ” 
He said, “ there are more 
ways to be caught than 
simply having the FBI or 
the SEC 
(Securities and 
Exchange Com mission) pay 
a call. Businessmen can get 
caught by the public as 
well.” 
People will not continue to 
buy products of firm s they 
m istrust, Saxbe said, there 
are limits to the “ reservoir 
of trust” in business.

LOS ANGELES (UPI) 
More than half the high 
school students, and almost 
a third of the junior high 
students, questioned in a 
survey had used some kind 
of drug, according to a 
Board of Education report. 


Marijuana accounted for 
almost 
all 
the 
experimentation and usage, 
the report said, and 25 per 
cent of the seniors surveyed 
considered 
themselves 
regular smokers 


Heroin usage was less 
than 2 per cent. 
The Board of Education 
asked for the survey, made 
public today, at the request 
of Police Chief Edward M 
Davis 
to 
expand 
police 
information on adolescent 
drug usage. 


The surveyors questioned 
10,000 students, chosen to be 
representative of all social 
and economic levels in the 
city. 


Asked whether they had 
used any drug in the past 12 
months, 56 per cent of the 
senior high school students 
said they had, along with 31 
per cent of junior high 
school students. 
Forty eight per cent of 
senior high school students 
and 20 per cent of junior 
high 
pupils 
had 
tried 
marijuana at least once. 
More than 12 per cent of the

The interscholastic athletic 
program s 
in 
the 
Lompoc 
Unified 
School 
District 
will 
likely be seeing some changes 
soon, especially in the area of 
girls athletics. 
Whether these changes are 
major or minor depends upon 
th e 
s c h o o l 
b o a r d ’s 
implementation of a series of 
recommendations handed down 
recently by the “ Interscholastic 
A t h l e t i c s 
A d v i s o r y 
Committee,” appointed by Glen 
F. Wegner, Superintendent of 
Schools. 
The 
25-person 
committee 
(plus seven ex-officio m em bers) 
held 
12 
weekly 
meetings, 
s t u d y i n g 
t h e 
p r e s e n t 
interscholastic sports programs 
at Cabrillo and Lompoc highs, 
and discussing possible changes.

4- In 1973-74 there were 61 
paid male coaches and six paid 
female coaches in the district. 
4- There are currently 10 boys 
interscholastic sports available 
in the district, and three girls’ 
interscholastic sports available. 
4- A statewide CIF survey 
shows that 76 per cent of the 756 
co-ed high schools surveyed had 
girls’ interscholastic basketball, 
75 per cent had volleyball, 67 per 
cent softball, and 37 per cent 
gym nastics.

district currently has none of 
these sports.

Shorten the time 


With the massive California primary 
election now behind us, it is our belief that 
some consideration be given, at least some 
study, to a long overdue election change — 
the 
shortening of 
the 
time distance 
between a primary and a general election 
The campaign worries of a horde of 
aspirants are now over However, there 
still remains a long siege of waiting for the 
nominees of each party. 
It is extremely difficult for the nominees 
to 
hold 
together 
their 
campaign 
organizations during this period. More 
importantly, it is difficult to maintain 
voter 
interest 
in 
their 
candidacies 
throughout the many weeks from June 4 
until November 5. 
It is not only expensive but, frankly, 
unnecessary. The lag between nominating 
elections and the general election should 
be relatively short. 
There was a time in earlier years when 
the primary election was held on the third 
Tuesday of August. However, because of 


the timing of the national presidential 
conventions which usually are concluded 
by 
the end of 
August, a separate 
presidential primary would have had to be 
held earlier than the California primaries 
if they were to be restored to late August. 
It would not seem that the state must 
await the possible change of national 
conventions to put its own house in order 
and relieve candidates for state offices of 
the burdens of unduly long campaigns. 
The public, we believe, tires quickly of 
campaign rhetoric. It is therefore to the 
benefit of the public that campaigns be 
speeded up so that widespread interest can 
be 
m a i n t a i n e d 
t h r o u g h o u t 
the 
electioneering 
Maybe the last Tuesday in September or 
the first one in October would be more 
appropriate. That would leave four or five 
weeks for the candidates to get their 
messages across. Most states have less 
than 90 days between elections and New 
York has only 30 days.

The generals, the adm irals and 
Secretary of Defense Jam es R. 
Schlesinger cry 
doom. With the 
huge new defense budget for the new 
fiscal year coming up, they poor- 
month 
the 
Am erican 
nuclear 
posture while blowing up the Soviet 
position in a constant 
barrage of 
propaganda. 


A study just released by the 
Center for 
Defense Information 
shows the United States in the lead 
in virtually every category and far 
surpassing the Soviets in developing 
fantastic new weapons. American 
officials thoroughly fam iliar with 
the complex nuclear jungle on both 
side of the dividing line are known to 
be impressed by the center s study. 


The United States today has three 
times as many strategic nuclear 
weapons as the Soviet Union, 7,940 
against 
2,600. 
This 
country 
is 
producing weapons at a rate of 
about four a day to the probably 
Soviet rate of less than one a day. 
All 
U.S. 
strategic 
m issiles 
deployed 
since 
1970 have 
been 
MIRVed; 
that is equipped with 
multiple, 
independently 
targeted 
reentry warheads. That assures the 
U.S. lead will continue to grow, the 
center concludes, at least through 
1977. The Soviets have only just 
begun to test the MIRV technology. 


Because 
Am erican 
weapons 
technology is superior to that of the 
Soviets,

more 
efficient 
and 
get 
more 
explosive power for size and weight. 
This fact makes meaningless the 
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“ throw-weight“ calculations that 
the big-weapons propagandists use 
to predict doom 
from massive 
Soviet 
intercontinental 
ballistic 
missiles. 
But what is truly impressive is the 
center’s rundown on 28 separate 
American entries in the nuclear 
arm s race Some of these entries 
are continuing projects such as the 
new Trident submarine with 10 
projected at an estim ated cost of $13 
billion. 
Along 
with 
this 
goes 
procurement 
of 
the

missile, with a much longer range, 
for 10 Poseidon submarines. 
The 
D efense 
D e p a rtm e n ts 
shopping list as contained in the new 
budget forecasts, if Congress goes 
along with all these engines of total 
destruction, an alm ost unlimited 
horizon 
of 
billions 
of 
dollars. 
Development of an entirely new 
strategic system, the air-launched 
cruise missile, is proposed together 
with a submarine- launched cruise 
missile. Development of an entirely 
new strategic bomber, the B-l, is 
going forward. 
The 
nuclear 
nonproliferation 
treaty, which India defied, provides 
in Article 6 unequivocal language on 
the arm s race. It calls not only for a 
cessation of the arm s race but for a 
treaty 
calling 
for 
general 
and 
complete disarm am ent to be agreed 
to at the earliest possible date. 
The two superpowers made a 
small beginning with the summit 
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“Good heavens! Your son says he's done something 
that COULD land him in the Guiness Book of 
Records!"

missiles and providing a five-year 
ceiling on offensive missiles. A step 
forward of the g reatest importance 
the treaty agreed to in Moscow two 
years ago ran into political flack in 
the Senate before it was ratified. 
Secretary Schlesinger and others 
in the administration have at tim es 
seemed to be apologetic about this 
achievement. They were responding 
to the attack directed by Sen. Henry 
M. (Scoop) Jackson, the throw- 
weight specialist, who raised cries 
of alarm that America had been 
sold down the river by the wily 
Russians.

Unnecessary licensing 


Legislation which would require 
police officers to be licensed has 
been introduced by Senator Peter 
Behr. It is sponsored by the Peace 
O fficers 
R esearch 
Association 
(PORAC). 


If enacted it would require that 
every police officer employed by 
any city or county after July 1976 be 
lic e n se d . 
R e q u ire m e n ts 
for 
licensing; 
would 
initially 
include 
completion of 30 college units in 
police 
work, 
the 
satisfactory 
passing 
of 
an 
examination 
as 
established by the Peace Officers 
Standards and Training Commission 
(POST), and a thorough background 
check. 
E v en tu ally 
the 
ed u catio n al 
requirem ents would be raised to a 
bachelors degree and extended to all 
public 
employes 
designated 
as 
peace officers. 


The 
proposal 
represents 
a 
departure from the criteria which 
has been used in the legislature to 
determ ine the need for licensure by 
the state. This has been that those to 
be 
licensed 
are 
engaged 
in 
a 
profession or vocation in private 
employment 
with 
little 
or 
no 
supervision and that the protection 
of the public requires that such 
persons 
d em o n strate 
through 
examination a competency and be 
subject to regulation. 
But peace officers can only be 
employed by public agencies. Such 
employment 
assures 
supervision 
and generally requires that the 
em p lo y es 
m eet 
e sta b lish e d 
standards. 
So, while the objectives of the 
Behr 
bill, 
that 
of 
raising 
the 
standards fdr those engaged 
in 
police work, are admirable, it would 


seem the goals can be achieved 
without the necessity of licensing. 
P’or, excepting for the educational 
requirem ents contained in the Behr 
proposal, the better police agencies 
have already established standards 
at 
least as high as those now 
advocated. And POST has been 
encouraging all police agencies to 
bring their employes up to the basic 
educational and training standards 
as set forth by the commission. 
T he 
im p o s itio n 
upon 
a ll 
communities in the state of high 
standards for those employed in 
police work is certain to increase 
the costs in many localities. That, in 
itself, is not bad since the salaries 
paid in some jurisdictions are so low 
they are conducive to poor law 
en fo rcem en t 
if 
not 
o u trig h t 
corruption. 
But 
it 
would 
seem 
that the 
upgrading of policemen can easily 
be achieved by the state establishing 
standards which must be met by 
each jurisdiction. The requirement 
for 
individual 
licensing 
seems 
unnecessary and burdensome. It 
most certainly would create another 
licensing 
bureaucracy 
in 
state 
government. 
And the educational goals may be 
too 
ambitious. 
As 
a 
practical 
m atter, depending upon the labor 
m arket, it may be impossible to 
adequately man a police departm ent 
with all college grads. And, though 
it may be thought desireable for all 
policemen to have college degrees, 
there is no showing 
that this is 
essential. 
Basic 
police 
training 
can 
be 
achieved far short of a four year 
college program. For the rank and 
file policeman that is all that is 
necessary.
